INDIANS. 
THE CHEYENNES. 


LittLE Wo r's band has at last yielded. The atro- 
cities of this band for the past two months have been 
numerous, but hemmed in by the troops sent fiom 
Fort Keogh to intercept them, they surrendered, 
March 25, 1879, to Lieut. Clarke, of the 2d Cavalry, at 
Box Elder Creek. Lieut. Clarke secured their arms 
and 250 head of ponies. Two Sioux scouts, captured 
by Little Wolf, escaping, carried the news to Lieut. 
Clarke of Little Wolf's whereabouts. But the wily 
chief, suspicious of the scouts, fled towards the head 
of Cabin Creek. Lieut. Clarke, however, sent word to 
Fort Keogh of the probable route of the Indians, and 
troops were sent out at once between them and Lieut. 
Clarke. This new movement compelled the hostiles 
to make for the Big Horn Mountain, but they were so 
hotly pursued that they surrendered as before stated. 
Lieut. Clarke, to whom the honor of this capture be- 
longs, has the reputation of being a dashing and 
gallant officer. The captives were sent to Fort Keogh. 


THE PONCA INDIANS. 


These Indians, in camp at Omaha, Neb., en route 
to the Indian Territory, are receiving much sympathy 
from the various religious denominations there. 
Prominent members of the churches at Omaha visited 
the Poncas, March 30, 1879, and Standing Bear, the 
chief, told the story .of his griefs in aftecting terms, 
and begged nt to be sent to the Indian Territory to 
die there, but to be returned to the old reservation. 
‘The church people then interviewed General Crook, 
who expressed sorrow for the Poncas, but said he had 
to obey orders and send them to the Indian Territory, 
but suggested an application to Secretary Schurz. 
The leading churches, acting on the suggestion, at 
once communicated with the Secretary. The follow- 
ng day (March 31), General Crook held a formal 
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council with the Ponca Indians, in his headquarters, 
at Fort Omaha. Standing Bear and Buffalo Chips 
spoke for the Indians, and General Crook replied. 
Yellow Horse, Cries for War, Long Runner, Crazy 
Bear, Little Duck, Buffalo Track and Turtle Grease 
were also present, and Assistant Adjutant General 
Robert Wilhams, General King, Colonel Royall and 
Lieutenant Carpenter. Standing Bear was in full In- 
dian costume, everything being scrupulously clean. 
He wore a large necklace of bears’ claws over a bright 
red blanket, with broad blue stripes, fastened around 
his waist with a wide, beaded belt. He also wore close 
fitting cloth leggins, but had no paint on his face. 
The other Indians were in citizen’s clothes. Standing 
Bear spoke feelingly of the condition of his tribe, and 
made a pathetic appeal to be allowed to return to the 
old reservation. He was followed by Buffalo Chips, 
of whom General Crook madea few inquiries. Stand- 
ing Bear followed with a few more words, and General 
Crook said that it was a disagreeable duty to send them 
** down there,” but that he must obey orders. Lieut. 
Carpenter stated officially that five Poncas were very 
ill andin need of medical attendance, cand thereafter 
the council adjourned. 


THE ALASKA INDIANS, 


ComMANDER A’CourT, of H.M.S. Osprey, in his 
official report on the condition of things as he found 
them in Alaska, says: ‘‘ While the garrison remained 
at Sitka the Indians were kept in check by authority 
and the place in a state of defence, there being a strong 
stockade between the Indian village and the town 
The troops were withdrawn in June, 1877, and with 
them disappeared all vestige of power. Since that 
time the Indians have been growing more and more 
turbulent and troublesome, and more excessive and ex- 
travagant in their demands on the white people. They 
tore down a great part of the stockade and carried off 
the wood. The Government buildings were despoiled 
of everything valuable, and some torn to pieces for the 
sake of the Tambor. The citizens were subject to in- 
solence, the Indians making no scruple of saying that 
the U. 8S. Government did not care for Sitka; that it 
was left to them, and they should do as they liked. 
This ill feeling has been steadily increasing, and the 
following circumstances have, I think, brought matters 
totheir present state. . . . . The total force of 
white men capable of bearing arms is sixty-eight, but 
the men who could be relied upon to use them efli- 
ciently, in case of an outbreak, will not reach fifty. 
Distributed among these are fifty breech loading United 
States Springfield rifl:s -an excellent arm—and ammu- 
nition. There are also a few Winchester rifles and 
other arms, The Indians belonging here outnumber, 
as we have seen, our ettective fighting force six to one, 
with friendly reserves of 1,000 to draw from in case of 
trouble once begun or decided on; and that it has been 
gradually culminating ever since the withdrawal of 
troops, | am firmly persuaded. The white population 
of Sitka is estimated at about 320 whites, about 250 
being Russian born subjects who have become United 
States citizens—the remainder being, with few excep- 
tions, born citizens of the United States.” 

He also gives an account of the origin of the troubles 
with the Indians whica led tke inhabitants of Sitka to 
appeal to the captain of her Majesty’s ship at Esqui 
malt for immediate assistance, as being the nearest 
port where a man-of-war of any nation is stationed. 
He thinks their alarm was well founded, but the arri 
val of the Osprey changed the aspect of affairs, and the 
fears of an immediate attack passed away; the inhabit- 
ants were enabled to sleep in comparative safety and 
peace, and the tone and manner of the Indians changed. 
The U. 8. revenue cutter Oliver Wolcott arrived the day 
after tne Osprey, but the Indians were fully aware of 
her weakness, and on her arrival openly said they 
were not afraid of her, All honor to Commander 
A’Court for the assistance he so promptly :endered. 
It may come our turn some day to show England, as 
Tatnall once did, that ‘‘blood is thicker than 
water.”

Capt. Ricwarp 8. RensHaw, on the retired list of the United 
States Navy, died in Portsmouth, Va., on Thursday, March 27, 
1879. Captain Renshaw was a native of Pennsylvania; appointed 
to the Navy from that State Feb 26, 1838; attached to frigate Oon- 
stitution, Pacific squadron, 1838-40; steamer Missouri, Home 
squadron, 1842-44; was promoted to passed midshipman May 20, 
1844; on steamer Col. Harney, 1845-6; steamer Oukahie, Brazil 
squadron, 1847-8; receiving ship New York, 1851; steamer Fudion, 
Home squadron, 1852; resigned June 29, 1852, to engage in 
civil pursnits, and re-entered the Service as acting lMeutenant 
in 1861; commanded steamer Lousiana, North Atlantic Blockad- 
ing squadron, 1861-1; present at capture of Roanoke Island, 
February 8, 1862, and Washington, N. C., September 6, 1862. 
He took an active part in defence of latter place in April, 1863, and 
in several actions of more importance. He was commissioned as 
commander Sept. 22, 1862; commanded steamer Massasoit, North 
Atlantic Blockading squadron, 1864-5; and was in several engage- 
ments on James River in these years; commanded steamer 
Aqawan, Atlantic squadron, 1865-6, and on navigation duty Nor- 
folk Navy-yard, 1866 to 1869; commissioned as captain, Sept. 20, 
1868; Light-house Inspector, 1870-1; commanded flagship Worces- 
ter, North Atlantic squadron, 1871-2; placed on the retired list 
Dec. 10, 1874, for disability contracted while in service in the 
West Indies; thus having been in active servive from 1888 to 1852, 
and from 1861 to 1874. The funeral took place at his residence in 
Norfolk, Va., Saturday afternoon, March 29, The services were 
conducted according to the Episcopal ritual by Rev. J. D. Powell, 
pastor of St. John’s church. The brass band of the dagship Pow- 
hatan and the drum corps of the Marine barracks headed the 
funeral column, followed by the Marine battalion of the station to 
the number of about 150 men, with arms reversed. Next came the 
hearse, containing the casket, and on each side of which walked 
the following gentlemen, who acted as pall bearers: Commodore 
J. B. Creighton, U. S. N.; Captain S. P. Quackenbush, U. 8. N.; 
Captain F. H. Baker, U. S. N.; Captain J. H. Gillis, U. 8. N.; 
Captain B. P. Loyall, Col. E. L. Winder, N. E. White, Esq., and 
Captain James G. Bain. Immediately behind the vehicle were 
eight sailors from the receiving ship Franklin, who assisted in 
lifting the coffin. ,

Their appearance wes excellent, and they showed 
considerable proficiency in drill, considering that 
they are youths learning the profession of man of- 
war sailors, military drill being only an auxiliary 
part of their training. They certainly excel in disci 
pline, and as sailors in sailors’ uniforms, performing 
military manceuvres, they did themselves great 
credit, 

Rear ApmiraL Joun C. Howe, who succeeds 
Admiral Le Roy in command of the European 
Squadron, arrived in Nice at the beginning of March, 
and was met at the station by several of the officers 
of the vessels lying in Villefranche harbor. The 
change of admirals is thus referred to by the Monde 
Eiégant, a weekly journal of high life: 


“ Admiral Le Roy leaves the service. He has filed a laborious 
career and feels the desire to taste of a \ife calm and free from 
the cares of administration and command. Honor to the brave 
eailor who has deserved well of his country. As for us, after 
having rendered homage to the distinguished officer whom we 
have learned to know through the; raises of his compatriots we 
regret keenly the gentleman, the host, always sympathetic 
toward our France. Aamiral Le Roy will leave among us an 
upfsding memory. Has he not on every occasion given delicate 
proofs of bis courtesy, of the sincerity of his friendship? May 
we not be flattered by finding in Admiral Le Roy the chivalrous 
traditions which he has inherited, with his name, from our 
country ? May these few lines be the expression of the feelings 
of gratitude and esteem of the persons who have approached 
him. He will take them as a Jast testimony of our sympathy 
and our regrets.” Before leaving Nicethe Admiral wrote the 
foliowing letter to the Prefet : ** I was much touched on arriving 
at the botel to-day by your kind letter expressing your personal 
sentiments and those of the population which you administer, 
Io leaving Villefranche and my command IJ carry away pleasant 
sympathies and the recollection of the hospitality which has 
been laviehed upon me, especially of that of my friend, you 
yourrelf, who have done so mach to make my stay in France 
agreeable. I hope circumstances may permit me to meet you 
again some day, so that I may once more prove to you how 
much I appreciate your kindness.” Of the new Admual the 
cbroniciler says he is of middle height, with white hair, and a 
man of aiotinguished appearance and commanding manner. 
He is also a man of the world, in the full sense of the word. 
Indeed, the rumor that the new chief is fond of society and 
entertaining causes no little satisfaction among the young 
ofticers of the /renton, who are great favorites in the fashion- 


able circles of Nice,

ReAR-ADMIRAL JOHN C. HowE.t, in a despatch 
dated March 15, announces the arrival of the Zrenton 
at Naples March 13 The 14th being the anniversary 
of the birthday of King Humbert was celebrated by 
the men of war in the harbor dressing ship and firing 
three salutes, the 7renton taking part. The usual 
visits of courtesy had been exchanged. The hurri- 
cane of the 24th and 25th of February did consider- 
able damage at Naples. The loss is estimated at 
from seven to eight hundred thousand dollars, The 
Despatch arrived at Naples, March 15, from Constan- 
tinople and was placed in quarantine. 


TueE Vallejo Chronicle is having a lively contro- 
versy with the 7Z'imes of that ilk, the management of 
the Navy-yard by Commodore Co!lhoun being the 
subject of controversy. The trouble seems to be that 
some work was left to go to San Francisco, which, as 
the claimant thinks, might have been done at the 
Navy-yard, to the advantage of the ‘‘ sisters and the 
cousins and the aunts” of the Chronicle and the other 
inhabitants of Vallejo. But is not San Francisco in 
California as much as Vallejo? and cannot Vallejo 
find consolation in the thougtt that what is her loss 
is San Francisco’s gain? Let not the Chronicle give 
too narrow an interpretation to the maxim, “ his first, 
best couotry ever is at home.” The indignant 
Chronicle exclaims : 

The fact is not disputed, and it c:nnot be disputed, that a job 
amounting to over $6,000 has been “ driven away” from the yard 
by Commandant Colhoun, and any commandant who could do 
euch a thing as that cannot have the interest of the yard at 
heart. That one act alone would be sufficient to show tbat he is 
no friend tothe establishment he gov-rne, even if other acts 
were wanting; but they are not. He has furthered the proposi- 
tion to remove the receiving-ship to San Fraucisco, he has die- 
couraged the Alaska from even lying atthe yard and docking 
bere, and in other ways, to be hereafter mentioned, shown that 
his guiding principle has been to prevent the yard from doing all 
the work that he was able to keep fromit. The Government 
wante no snch a man as Commandint at this yard, nor do the 
mechanics of the yard, or the people of Vallejo. 

Tue east wing of the new State, War and Navy 
Building will be ready for occupation between the 
10th and 15th of April. The War Department takes 
the northern and the Navy Department the southern 
half of it. A part of ‘the Hydrographic Office is 
to occupy most of the basement of the south end. 
The Bureaus of Construction and Repair, Equip- 
ment and Recruiting, and Medicine and Surgery, 
will be quartered on the first floor; th: Secretary’s 
office, including office of Detail, on the second floor ; 
Yards and Docks and Steam Engineering, on the 
third floor, and Ordnance and Provisions and Cloth- 
ingon the fourth floor, The attic will be used for 
store rooms, log rooms, medical journals, etc. The 
old Navy Department building will be occupied 
jointly by the War and Navy Departments, the first 
retaining the second and fourth floors, and the latter 
taking the first and third. It is probable that the 
Nautical Almanac Office and the remaining part of 
the Hydrographic Office will go temporarily into the 
old building. The Signal Office and Bureau of 
Navigation will remain for present in the old build- 
ing; also the Examining Boards. The Bureau of 
Steam Eogineerivg has already removed its log books 
into the new building, and also has its draughting 
room in full operation. The main library room will 
not be ready for some time yet. 

Tue Alaska, which left San Francisco March 21, 
reached Esquimault, British Columbia, March 27, 
after a rough passage—a heavy gale with high seas 
and incessant rain. Tuesday, the 25th, she was 
caught in a terrific hurricane from the 8, E., uousu- 
ally severe for the Pacific, Afterendeavoriog to keep 
on her course for sever9] hours it became evident 
that the ship was making but little progress, As 
there had been no observations taken since Friday, 
the day of departure, the ship was hove to, and 
under sufficient canvas and steam she was kept for 
eighteen hours face to the gale. The officers for the 
most part were on duty for nearly forty-eight hours, 
and were glad of the partial rest afforded while the 
steamer was being coaled at E:quimault. Very little 
positive news could be obtained there concerning 
affairs in Alaska, but it was decided that as soon as 
the coal and provisions were on board the steamer 
should leave for Sitka, The Alaska goes prepared 
for warm work. In addition to her armament of 
twelve guns she has ou board 160 Springfield breech- 
loading rifles, 40,000 rounds of cartridges and a Gat- 
ling gun, with full equipments for use on shore. Ia 
an official repo t dated H, B. M. 8. Osprey, Sitka, 
March 10, Commander Hon. Henry Holmes A’Court, 
R. N., says: “In conclusion, I beg ‘o state that I feel 
certain that the presence of the Oliver Wolcott and 
this ship has averted a serious calamity, and that it 





is my firm conviction that nothing but permanent 
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protection and some sort of government, having au~ 
thority, will enable the white people to live here 
without molestation from the Indians, to carry on 
their trade and develop the resources of the country; 
and if I may venture to do so, without being thought 
presumptuous, I would suggest that the protection 
should take the form of a man of war in preference 
to troops, although they might be combined with 
advantage—as, being movable, a ship could at vari- 
ous times visit the numerous towns and villages scat- 
tered along the coast, and also be usefully employed 
in surveying the inner channel, of which little is 
known at present.” 


A CORRESPONDENT of the New York Herald, writ- 
ing from Nice March 12, says: “ Villefranche and 
the Golfe Jouan, near Cannes, are favorite quar- 
ters of the French fleet, but just now Villefranche is 
left to the Americans. In the place of honor, nearest 
to the shore, lies the Zrenton, flagship, on her first 
cruise, and probably the finest ship in the service ; 
further out are the Quinnebaug, just from home ; 
the Alliance, newly arrived from Smyrna, where she 
has been lying for tour months, and, lastly, the Rich- 
mond, which dropped anchor last week en route to 
Chinese waters, where she will be the flagship. The 
rest of the American fleet in the Mediterranean con- 
sists of the Wyoming, at Smyrna, and the Zaterprise, 
on the coast of Spain—in all six warships flying the 
Stars and Stripes.” Of the Zrenton one of the jour- 
nals of Nice says: 


She will be a fine sight one day in battle, this deadly frigate, 
when the enormous guns of the great battery and the three on 
deck are served by the crew grouped around them! A very 
simple mechanism permits them to be moved in acircular sweep. 
A kind of steam bridle, placed beneath each cannon, prevents 
the recoil, so that, the port open, the charge home, the pointer 
at his post, they can be manceuvred with admirable ease and 
precision ; and these monstrous dogs, obedient as children, wiil 
calmly spit forth death at low ranges. Farther, everything is 
ready for boarding. Near each port sheafs of swords, with 
heavy hilts, are arranged. At intervals in the main battery 
rifles are arranged in their racks along the centre of the gun 
deck. The frigate can be ugly ; she can draw in her bowsprit to 
give play to the spur which protrudes beneath the water. Thus, 
bristling up and fierce, she resembles a lion with mane erect, 
claws uneheathed, and roaring with all his might. When the 
time comes for the 7renion to wax wrath the winds and waves 
will see a fine sight. Seven or eight boats, of which one is a 
small steamer, serve as auxiliaries to the Trenton. Field pieces 
and mitrailleuses enable her to push troops into the interior of 
countries, and to wage war aluog river banks upon the savage 
tribes of Africa or Oceania. She has hardly begun her career ; 
but she is armed at all points -and waits! For the moment the 
flagship rocks coquettishly in the beautiful Gulf of Villefranche, 
so quiet and so biue. It is on Sunday that you should see her, 
all rigged and tricked out, her brass and iron shining, ber planks 
well scrubbed—everything in its place. The mer, cleanly 
dressed, silent, well mannered, neat. And all this life, well 
ordered, harmonious, simple, gives you a singularly correct idea 
of the power of the great American people. The men—about 
five hundred in number—are energetic types of the numerous 
races which have been merged into one race in the plains and 
mountains of the New World. You may recognize there come- 
thing of the Spaniard, of the Englishman, of the Indian. The 
officers, polite, unassuming, und gentle, welcome visitors with 
urbanity. The staff of the European equadron surrounds the 
Admiral. Here are the names of the officers attached to his 
pereonal etaff: Captain John Lee Davis, Lieutenant W. T. 
Burwell, Lieutenant H. G. O. Colby, Midshipman R. C. Ray, 
Admiral’s Clerk W. Dunstan.

Al!l Nice is there, for the officers of the Trenton, mind- 
ful of the fact that they are invited to all the entertainments-- 
even to some to which the French officers are not bidden—seek 
to make their hospitality far-reaching. The guests on board 
comprise the Viscountess Vigier, M. and Mme. Alfonso, Machado 
and du Chaste!, Comtesse de Fernandina, Commandant and 
Madame Meusnier. Among the Americans and English are Mrs. 
Ross Ray and three daughters, well known in Washington 
rociety ; Captain and Miss Stokes Boyd, General and Mrs. 
Williams, General Starring, Inspector of Consnls, and Mrs. 
Starring; Mre. Davis, widow of the late Admiral Davis; Mies 
Lee, daughter of the late General Robert Lee; Mrs. Borthnick, 
Mrs. and Miss Hughes, Mr. and Miss Perkins, Mr. and Miss 
Reynolds, Mr., Mrs. and Mra. Winslow, Miss Schaumberg, and 
many others, All the guests go to Villefranche by road, the 
route nouvelle de Villefranche, which runs along the edge of the 
seathore around the point which divides the little harbor of 
Nice from the bay of Villefranche, and commands the most 
entrancing views over the sea and along the coast westward of 
the town. The whole route is crowded with carriages convey- 
ing the guests to the landivg place, at which they embark in 
boats to perform the sea voyage of a hundred yards, which will 
bring them beneath the black sides of the frigate to the spacious 
ladder up which they are assisted by the eager hands of the 
gallant officere, Then, after the dance on the deck and two or 
three hours of unqualified enjoyment, the gay crowd drives back 
to Nice as the sun is sinking below tne distant coast line, and 
epee lovely scene, ocean and shore, is tinged with crimson

“SEA FOAMS,” OR “NAVAL YARNS.” No. XVIIL. 
THE BISHOP OF THE DIOCESE. 


It was one of the pleasantest mornings of the sea- 
son—so pleasant, that you would scarcely have be- 
lieved that the few months of an American Summer 
had yet flown by. 

The sky was cloudless; the eun shone out bright 
and warm; the air was filled with the songs of birds 
and hum of myrisds of insects. Indeed, the hill to 
the left of the main avenue of the Navy-yard presented 
to the eye the ever varying shades of green, unmingled 
with the sprinkle of yellow, which warns you that 
Autumn has begun. 

Such was the morning when the yard bell tolled to 
** Divine Service.” 

At its sound, the entrance doors to the several resi- 
dences of the officers and employés slowly opened to 
give egress to silent groups who directed their course 
to the litile chapel to the left of the big ship house. 
As the mute groups passed by the hill, they cast fur- 
tive glances at the cottage thereun,, whose gardens, 
crowded with flowers of various tints, sparkled in the 
heavy dew like glittering jewels. Need it be said that, 
the lord of all he surveyed, there dwelt Commodore 
Chauncey, Commander-in-Chief of the Naval Station, 
New York. 

In times past a commodore was a potent man, 
made so by discipline and the respect due to aze— 
bygones. 

Commodore Chauncey was a stout, fussy, fierce 
man, in a stiff stock, blue coat, and bluft vest with 
gilt buttons, strictly uniform, and not dive:ging in the 
least from the naval general order to that effect. When 
he condescended to inspect the yard, he did so in com- 
pany of subordinate officers with meek faces, to whom 
Commodore Chauncey gave his orders with the 
grandeur and ferocity due to Commodore Chauncey’s 
rank. 

The bell continued to toll till all the groups had 
disappeared in the entrance to the chapel, when a tall 
orderly was seen to enter the residence of the com- 
manderin-chief, who soon emerged therefrom, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Commodore Chauncey and the 
little Chaunceys of both sexes. 

This dignified group brought to mind the Sunday 
morning scenes in Spanish cities, as they were before 
English and French customs had innovated. Then, 
in going to mass, the small fries of the family formed 
the procession, which was brought up by the pater- 
familias and his better half. 

When the Chauncey family entered the chapel, a 
deathlike silence prevailed. The chaplain, in snowy 
gown, awaited his commandiug officer’s nod of ap- 
probation to commence the service. That given, he 
drew from his book a slip of paper and read: 

** By order of the bishop of this diocese, divine 
service will be performed in this chapel on Wednesday 
next.” 

He was about to proceed, when aloud “ Ahem!” 
from the direction of the commodore’s pew startled 
the congregation. There stood Chauncey, with a face 
reddened by anger. 

‘*By whose order, sir, you said divine service 
would be performed in this chapel on Wednesday 
next?” 

‘* Sir,” replied the chaplain in a tremulous voice, 
‘* by the order of the bishop of this diocese.” 

‘*The bishop of this diocese be hanged!” roared 
Chauncey. ‘I'll let you know, sir, I’m the bishop of 
this diocese, aud divine service shall not be performed 
here on Wednesday next. Go on, sir—go on with the 
service!” 

It was remarked that the commodore was the meek- 
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Commodore Chauncey’s lease of life has expired. 
Requiescat in pace ! Bos Sray.

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WE have received a copy of a treatise on ‘‘ Military 
Law” by Lieut. Rollin A. Ives, 5th U. 8. Artillery, 
Asst. Professor of Law at the Military Academy, pub- 
lished in very handsome style by Van Nostrand. Space 
and time prevent, at present, a critical review of this 
book. A cursory glance, however, shows it to be 
pretty thorough on all essential points, but much of 
the ground appears to have been gone over before, in 
pamphlets, lectures, books, etc., prepared by the first 
Professor of Law at West Point—Major A. 8. Gardner. 
We propose, however, when time permits, to make a 
thoreugh examination of the work, in conjunction with 
others of similar purport, and see how much new mat- 
ter has been added. 


WE learn on good authority that the Senate Com- 
mittee have recommended that the Army promotions 
sent in by the President be confirmed, but this does 
not ensure the promotion for the reason that the matter 
of the legality of such promotions will have to be 
discussed and settled in the Executive session of the 
Senate. The new Army Appropriation bill, intro- 
duced by Mr. Sparks, contains a clause prohibiting 
promotion, as will be seen from the synopsis of the 
bill given elsewhere.

8 acted on in the House thus far, the new Army 
Appropriation bill does not provide for suit- 
ably arming our seaboard defences. Even Mr. Mc- 
Coox’s amendment to increase to $100,000 the 
miserable item of $50,000 for the conversion of 
smooth bore guns, though put on the express ground 
ot harbor defence, was voted down by 92 to 113. 
We should be sorry to think that the 45th Congrees 
would in this respect follow the unwise and danger- 
ous path of its predecessor ; we prefer to suppose that 
in this matter, as in most other details of the Army 
bill, it has accepted the partly completed legislation 
of the 45th Congress without attempting to go over 
the whole subject afresh, realizing that for the com- 
ing fiscal year the study of the estimates was pro- 
perly the work of the former body. We are strength - 
ened in this belief by the remarks of Mr. Biounr, of 
Georgia, who asked the House to keep in view sim- 
ply the political issues involved in the bill, and not 
to go into the subject ot arms and fortifications. The 
House, he said, had not done itself the justice ‘of ap- 
pointing committees to examine these subjects, and 
he trusted that this and all other amendments of like 
character would be voted down. Nevertheless, so 
urgent is the necessity for arming our shore and 
harbor forts with heavier ordnance, that we believe 
the Senate might properly insist on a suitable provi - 
sion for this purpose being put in the bill; in that 
case, the House, it seems to us, should welcome the 
amendment, 
It is incredible that Congress and the country 
really appreciate the perilous defencelessnessjof our 
Atlantic border, our Gulf border, our Lake border, 
and our Pacific border, to-day. We have lately seen 
a pithy sketeh which illustrates to the eye and the 
mind what this danger is—in New York harbor 
stands a fort, whose largest artillery has a range of 
41-2 miles, and throws a missile weighing 450 
pounds; a few feet beyond the 4 1-2 miles, is a Eu- 
ropean ironclad, which, uoreached by the missiles of 
the fort, throws from its forward guns, which have a 
range of nine miles, 2,5001b. shells into the heart of 
New York, while with its after guns it sinks a few 
little American ironclads, penetrating their armor 
witb ease. It is nota figure of speech, or a sensational 
ery, but an actual fact, that ironclads now exist, a 
single one of which can cross the ocean, station her- 
selt beyond the range of the best guns now in our 
forts, and lay the richest part of New York in ashes 
—inflicting a loss of ten or fifteen million dollars in 
a day, not to speak of the lives lost, the commerce 
ruined, and the ransom exacted. It is also a fact 


that this peril can be avoided if Congress will act at 
once in ordering the great ordnance works that are 
fully competent to do it, to supply guns to our forts 
of calibre equal to those which can be brought against 


We have cited the case of New York; but the same 
ruin could be caused to Portland, Boston, Brooklyn, 
Philadelphis, (unless she sealed herself up, together 
with an ironclad navy at League Island, by obstrac- 
tion in the Delaware) Baltimore, Charleston—in fact, 
all along our coasts. Thus the subject is one of 
universal interest and importance; and the national 
disgrace and loss would be as deep for the interior 
States as for the seaboard. 

To show why it is that our harbors must be re- 
garded as practically undefended by the ordnance 


pre-| now in their forts, we may briefly glance at the foreign 


ordnance which could be brought to bear against 
them. First, we are to remember that the attacks 
even of powers commonly reckoned as third-rate and 
fourth-rate are now to be dreaded by the United 
States, because these powers not only buy their ships 
and their armor, but their heavy guns in England. 
It turns out, for example, that the most formidable 
marine artillery to-day is not in English ships, but 
in Italian, being, nevertheless, of; Eaglish construc- 
tion. The English also built the monster guns and 
gun machinery of the chief Brazilian ships. We mey 
think very lightly of Italy or Brazil as a hostile 
power; but when a Brazilian fleet or an Italian fleet 
means the finest ships that can be turned out on the 
Thames, the Mersey, the Clyde and the Tyne; when 


.|it means the best engines of MaupsLay, ELDER, 


Humpurys or Joun Penn; when it means the heaviest 
steel armor of Sheffield shops, and the most tre— 
wendous guns made by the Erswick and the Warr- 
wortTH works, both of which manufacture solely to 
supply foreign orders, the problem becomes changed. 
Weare sure that Congress does not reflect that in a 
quarrel even with Spaio, Portugal, Denmark, Peru, 
Chili, or Japan, we should be exposed to the most 
powerful vessels of English builders, engineers, and 
gun-makers. 

Let us look at some of these guns, following for 
that purpose the high authority of Chief Engineer 
Kine. First, we note the huge 80-ton rified guns, of 
which four are to be carried in the turrets of the Jn- 
flexible, and worked with hydraulic gear improved 
from that now used on board the Thunderer. The 
bore of the 81-ton Woolwich gun, on which these 
were modelled, is twenty-four feet long; the greatest 
external diameter of the gun is six feet, while at the 
muzzle it is two feet. The full calibre ia sixteen 
inches. The service charge is 370 pounds of 1.5 
inches powder; the weight of the projectile for the 
service shell is 1,700 pounds, and the bursting charge 
about 100 pounds of powder. The muzzle velocity 
per second is, in the chambered gun, 1,600 feet. The 
experimental gun of this pattern fired successfully 
140 rounds, expending 42,203 pounds of powder and 
215,856 pounds of iron. As to the range, shells were 
recovered from a distance of six miles, and others 
were traced still further. In action ten rounds from 
each of the four guns of the Jnjiezible would propel 
thirty tons of projectiles by 14,800 pounds of pow- 
der. The four service guns will fully equal the 
results of the experimental gun 1n all particulars. 
Few of our readers probab'y have seen the 81 ton 
gun, but many will remember the Krurr rifled gun 
exhibited at the Centennial Exhibition. The latter 
was a vreech-loader, with a weight, including the 
breech-loading apparatus, of 56} tons. The length 
of the tube was 26} feet, and of the bore about 224. 
The calibre was fourteen inches. The powder- 
charge was 242 pounds for steel and drilled shells, 
and 275 for long-fuse shells. Its steel projectiles, 
charged, weigh 1,124 pounds ; its drilled, 1,157. 

We now turn tostill another Krurp breech-loader 
rifled gun. This is the 70-ton gun, or more accu. 
rately, 70.682 tons—a steel barrel and steel rings. 
The length is 32 feet 9 3-4 inches ; external diame- 
ter at breech, 60.14 inches, and at muzzle, 23.62 
inches; diameter of bore, 15.75 inches; length of 
bore, 28 feet 64 inches. The charge of powder for 
this gun is about 386 pounds, and the weight of its pro- 
jectile about 1,664 pounds. Th2 estimated velocity 
cf the projectile is 1,640 feet. 

Finally we come tothe great 100 ton Armstrong 
gun, This monster, which will be carried on the 
Italian ships Duilio and Dandolo—four on each, is a 
steel bomb with wrought iron rings. Its actual 
weight is 101} tons ; its length, 32 feet 10} inches ; 
its external diameter at breech, 77 inches, and at 
muzzle, 29 inches; the diameter of bore, 17 inches ;

the length of bore, 30; feet. The powder charge of 
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this gun is 375 pounds, and its projectile weighs 
2,000 pounds. The actual velocity of the projectile is 
1,543.8 feet per second. 

Such are some of the monster weapons with which 
our own ordnance must becompared. We heve given 
the simple facts and figures withoft comment, be- 
cause they tell their own story most effectively. From 
these, graded down to our own ordnance, are other 
formidable guns--far more formidable than any we 
bave in our ships or forts--guns which are actually 
in service in foreign ironclads. But the facts are 
not yet exhausted. Great as are the results already 
recorded of the 100-ton gun, its effectiveness has been 
lately much increased by enlarging the powder cham- 
ber to 19 3-4 inches and the bore to 17 3 4 inches. 
The charge of powder is now about 470 pounds, and 
the projectiles 2,280 and 2,500. The 100-ton gun 
throws its bolt nine miles. These results have stirred 
both the Krupp and the Woolwich works to plan 
guns even more enormous yet. But we need not go 
into the question of guns only designed; we speak 
of those already existing, and made for vessels exist- 
ing. 

It is evident that our country cannot safely allow 
these enormous improvements to be made in foreign 
heavy ordnance, while doing nothing for ovr own. 
Mr. Biount says that ‘‘ the country fears no foreign 
war.” But how unwise and improvident is such 
reasoning! Is it only when a foreign war is already 
feared that the work of national defence is to be 
begun? It may then come too late; for heavy 
ordnance cannot be extemporized. The labor of pre 
paring the plant, of experimenting, manufacturing 
and testing, 1s long and costly. The mere time re- 
quired for transporting and mounting euch guns is 
serious. A rich country that is practically defence- 
less against bombardment cannot, or, as least, ought 
not, to feel secure; and though our foreign relations 
are for the moment pacific, they could easily be em- 
barrassed, in a case of difficulty, by a knowledge of 
the defencelessness of our forts, Accordingly we 
bespeak the earnest attention of the Senate to this 
matter--a matter divested of all considerations of 
partizanship, and appealing strongly to all considera- 
tions of patriotism. 








THE VINDICATION OF GEN. PORTER. 


Tue Board of Inquiry having in charge the case 
of General Firz JouHn PorTER have at length com- 
pleted their task and laid their findings before the 
President. It certainly was no surprise to us, and 
we are very confident it will be none to the readers 
of the JourNAL, to learn that the result is a complete 
and triumphant vindication of Gen, Porter from all 
the charges on which his original sentence was pro- 
nounced. We have watched this case very carefully 
as it has progressed, and while we have refrained, of 
course, from expressing any opinion as to what the 
result would be, we have had but little doubt of it. 
We presume that now the friends and the counsel of 
Gen. PorTER are very glad that the evidence against 
that officer was sv thoroughly and ably compiled and 
presented by Major GarpNeR; for it must be ad 
mitted that whatever could be done to reinforce the 
original sentence has been done, ond it cannot be 
complained that the cause of the Government was 
imperfectly presented. 

But without attempting at this time a review of 
the evidence on which the findings of the Board are 
based, we append the synopsis of those findings 


furnished to the Associated Press, as follows: 


The recorder has used great diligence in seeking evidence, espe- 
cially such as might appear to have a bearing adverse to the claims 
urged by Gen. Porter. Due care has been exercised not to inquire 
into the military operations or the conduct of officers of the Army 
of Virginia further than was necessary to a full elucidation of the 
subject of investigation. The new evidence in addition to the old 
has placed beyond question many important facts which were be- 
fure the subject of dispute in respect to which radically erroneous 
opinions were entertained by Gen. Porter’s accusers and doubtless 
by the Court-martial that pronounced him guilty. The result has 
been to establish beyond reasonable doubt all the facts essential to 
the formation of a correct judgment upon the merits of General 


Porter's case. 


The report is therefore made by the Board with entire unanimity 
and without doubt in their minds, with the reasons for conclusions 
and what action justice requires should be taken by the President. 


The Board give the evidence as presenting itself under several 
distinct heads, namely: 

“‘ First—The imperfect and in some respects erroneous state- 
ments of facts due to the partial and incorrect knowledge in pos- 
session of witnesses at the time of the Court-martial and the 
extremely inaccurate maps and erroneous location of troops there- 
on, by which erroneous statements were made to convey still more 
erroneous impressions. 

“‘Second—T he opinions and inferences of prominent officers based 
upon this imperfect knowledge. 

““Third—The far more complete and accurate statements of facts 
now made by a large number of eyewitnesses from both the con- 
tending forces. ; 

“Fourth—The accurate maps of the field of operations and the 
exact positions of troops thereon at different periods of ime, b

“They find from every view of the subject, examined in the light 
of facts fully established by undispu testimony, that they all 
lead to one and the same conclusion in respect to Gen. Porter. The 
Board have exposed Gen. Porten’s conduct to the test of the highest 
degree of responsibili ized by military principles, and have 
viewed the whole subject under this exposition.” 

The report of the Board of Officers then proceeds to give @ nar- 
rative of the events which | ree rise to the ch: against General 
Porter, omitting essential details and limiting themselves to a plain 
statement of essential facts established by positive proof. This 
narrative covers the main part of the report. 

Concerning the charge of which Gen. Porter was found guy 
not having moved his command on _ the night of August 27, 1862, 
in obedience to an order from Gen. Pope—the Board report that it 
was a manifest physical impossibility to march over that road that 
night; that nothing would have been ned by the attempt, and 
that it would have been wiser if Gen. rter had delayed the at- 
tempt still longer than he did; that he exercised the very ordinary 
discretion of a corps commander, and that it was his plain duty to 
80 exercise it. 

Regarding the situation of the armies on the 29th of August, 
1862, the Board sustain, at very considerable length, Gen. Porter's 
plea before his original Court-martial that Gen. Pope’s orders were 
given under a misapprehension of the true situation; that instead 
of Jackson having the only force with whom Porter was to engage 
the whole Confederate Army, with Longstreet’s command of 25; 
m¢ n included, were confronting Porter, who had only 9,000 men, 
and that Porter's corps was the only one ready for action of the 
35,000 troops composing the left wing of the Union Army. 

The Board report that both McDowell and Porter informa- 
tion early on the morning of the 29th of August of the presence of 
the whole force of the enemy, within reach by noon of that day, 
and that McDowell. Porter's senior in command, had control of the 
operations up to noon and after on that day; that he (McDowell) 
arrived on the field and arrested the movement of Porter at noon 
of that day, and that after the separation of McDowell from Porter 
by the action of the former, Porter was left to act upon his own 
responsibility; that upon the withdrawal by McDowell of his com- 
mand, Porter was left with but two divisions, of about 9,000 men 
in all, to stand between Lee’s main Army and McDowell’s long and 
weary column. 

The report recites at much length and in detail the other impor- 
tant events connected with the military operations of Aug. 29, 
1862; and, among other important facts, it is made clear that 
Porter’s display of troops in the og! part of the afternoon of 
Aug. 29 gave rise to the belief on the Confederate side of an 
attack about to be made, and that, under this belief, Longstreet 
sent his reserves from the extreme left to the extreme right of 
his army, and in front of Porter, thus relieving the Union Army 
under other commands from this Confederate force. 

With reference to the famous 4:30 order, the board find that it 
was not received by Gen. Porter before 6:30 P. m. of the 29th of 
August; that the officer who wrote the despatch only began to 
write it at 4:30; that the messengers who took it could not have 
travelled over the route which they assert they took, if their own 
testimony be true; that one of the witnesses concerning this order 
gave manifest inconsistent statements, and the other witness con- 
fessed to the board that he deliberately made false statements in 
regard to the route taken while ag oy the despatch; and as to 
still another witness on this point, his testimony as to the early 
delivery of the despatch was so completely broken down that no 
weight whetever was attached to it. On the other hand, the testi- 
mony as to the time of the delivery of the 4:30 order of such officers 
as Gen. oyu, Cols. Locke and Monteith, and several other wit- 
nesses, all goes to prove that the order was not delivered until 
about sundown, and this testimony has been “singularly con- 
firmed” by the production, for the first time, of a despatch from 
Gen. Porter to Gen. McDowell, dated at 6 p. m. of the day in ques- 
tion, the terms of which show that Gen. Porter could not then 
have been in possession of the 4:30 order. The board report that 
the moment the 4:30 order was received Gen. Porter ordered an at- 
tack, but darkness came on, and, using the words of the report, 

‘“‘the order was based upon conditions manifestly erroneous, and 
directed what was impossible to be done,” and Porter wisely

Nearly twelve years ago, in the JournnaL of Sep- 
tember 28, 1867, we said : “It must be admitted on 
all bands by those who, like ourselves, have had 
access to certain manuscript documents which form 
the main part of the new evidence, that there is 
sufficient ground for giving General Porter, in 
some form, a new chance to defend himself.” The 
report of the Board will but emphasize the injustice 
of so long delaying to grant him the opportanity for 
vindication he has never ceased to demand from the 


day of his dismissal from the Army, Jan. 21, 1863. 











THE ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Tue House, has finally agreed in the Committee of 
the Whole upon all the sections of the Army Appro.

Gen. Pope appears, from his orders and from his testimony, to 
have been at that time wholly ignorant of the true situation, He 
had disapproved of the sending of Ricketts to Thoroughfare Gap 
to meet Longstreet on the 28th, believing that the main body of 
Lee’s army could not reach the field of Manassas before the night 
of the 30th. Hence, he sent the order to Porter, dated 4:30 P. m., 
to attack Jackson's right flank or rear. Fortunately that order did 
not reach Porter until about sunset, too late for any attack to be 
made. Any attack which Porter could have made anytime that 
afternoon must necessarily have been fruitless of any good result. 
Gen Porter's faithful, subordinate and intelligent conduct that 
afternoon saved the Union Army from the defeat which would 
otherwise have resulted that day from the enemy’s more s ly 
concentration. The only serious critical period of that campaign, 
viz., between 11.4, mM. and sunset of August 29, was thus safely 
passed. Gen. Porter had understood and appreciated the military 
situation; and as far as he had acted on his own judgment, his 
action had been wise and judicious, For the disaster of the suc- 
ceeding day he was in no degree responsible. 

The report closes as follows: 

“Gen, Porter was, in effect, condemned for not having taken any 
part in his own battle. Such was the error upon which Gen. Por- 
ter was pronounced guilty of the most shameful crime known 
among soldiers. We believe not one among all the gallant soldiers

THE ENGLISH ARMY. 

ImmorTAL in history alike for the lustre and the vast 
extent of its conquesis, the English army is specially 
interesting to Americans as the organization on which 
our own Army was modelled, and from which it re- 
ceived its early customs of service and institutions. The 
English army is also one of the most ancient in Chris- 
tendom; and hence to write its history would seem at 
first an enormous undertaking. Nevertheless, Major 
Arthur Griffiths has easily done this, in a general and 
popular fashion, by dint of never allowing himself to 
be overcome by the mass of his material, and by writ- 
ing sketcbi'y from point to point. Major Griffiths was 
lately of the Sixty-third, was educated at the staff col- 
lege, and withdrew some years since from active ser- 
vice to leisure and retired pay. Presumably, therefore, 
he has mbre freedom in criticiem; and as the author of 
some miscellaneous popular works, he has a literary 
facility and practice that are of value to bim in this 
task. The division of his subject is a simple and 
natural one—origin and growth of the army; its con- 
stitution and its machinery, civil and military; its 
various branches or arms; its officers and men; its dis- 
cipline, numbers and organization, reserves and auxil- 
iaries; its future. ; 

The English army, a3 it exists to-day, dates from the 
return of the Stuarts, nearly 220 years ago. The 
opposing armies of King ard Parliament had, however, 
contained the germs of many military institutions that 
still survive. They both had generals-in-chief, with 
sergeant-major-generals as second in command; scout 
masters, wagon masters, quartermasters, and adjutants- 
general, on the staff; commissaries of food, forage and 
musters; physicians, chirurgeons and apothecaries. 
Some of the regiments had also distinctive names— 
such as the King’s Life Guards, Royal Horse Guards, 
the Queen’s regiment and the Prince of Wales’s; while 
Cromwell had his “‘ Ironsides,” his ‘‘ Haselrig’s Lob- 














sters,” so-called from their bright iron shells or armor, 
his ‘‘ buffs” and-‘* blues” and so op. Charles had 
excellent cavalry but poor infantry, badly paid and 
equipped, without helmets or body armor, and often 
armed only with cudgels and pitchforks, seldom having 
muskets or even pikes. Cromwell resolved to raise a 
regiment of horse to equal fiery Rupert’s own, and 
out of this determination sprang his renowned Iron- 
siles, sv called from the cuiragses they wore. Major 
Griffiths considers the ‘‘ New Model” army of 1645, 
formed by Parliament on the pattern of Cromwell’s 
regiment, “ socially of a superior stamp to any before 
or since,” and, thuugh bigoted, ‘‘as a military body 
perhaps the tiaest army England has ever seen.” The 
regiments scent to the Low Countries acquired a high 
renown. 

The first army of Charles II. was about 5,000 
strong, selected chiefly from the disbanded regiments, 
Monk’s Col!stream regiment and another forming the 
first regiment of Guards The Royal Regiment of 
Horse Guards (Oxford Blues), stood first upon the 
establishment. Charles also raised two troop; of 
cavalry, in which the privates were gentlemen's sons— 
the originals of the present Life Guards. Douglas’s 
or Dumbarton’s regimeat of Royal Scots, which had 
been serving the King of France, was brought back 
to England in 1661—the oldest regiment in the world, 
according to some accounts, for it is to day the lineal 
representative of the Scotch Guard of Charles of 
France, earlier than the year 900. Certaialy, the ex- 
isting organizition served under Gustavus Adolphus, 
and, as ‘‘ Hepburn’s Scots,” fought through the 
Netherlands. It became the First Royai Foot under 
Charles II. Charles’ queen, Mary of Modena, brought 
him Tangier, which required a garrison, ind another 
infantry regiment was formed for this purpose, and 
appropriately called the Queen’s. Third came the 
Aduiral’s regiment, for fleet service, and fourth, 
(third, after the Admiral’s was merged in the Guards), 
the Holland regiment, which was raised in London, in 
Elizabeth’s reign, and calied from the earliest days 
“the Buffs,” from its flesh-colored or ash colored 
liveries or facings. This regiment is authorized to 
recruit solely in London, and it alone is by charter 
entitled to march with drums beating and colors flying 
through the streets of the city of London. Finally, 
in 1680, came a second Tangier garrison regiment, 





called, on its return io 1684, the Dachess of York and 
Albavy’s, afterwards the Queen’s, and finally, by 
George I., the ‘* King’s Own.” 

These regiments, thus described, are the germ of the 
British army of to-day. At the death of Charles IL, 
the original 5,000 had grown to 16,000. Under James 
If., Monmouth’s rebellion served as an excuse for 
further expanding the army. One of the added regi- 
menis was of ordnance, and the privates carried fusils 
or long snaphance musquets, whence the title Royal 
Regiment of Fusiliers. The Princess Anne’s regi- 
ment was raised by Lord Ferrers, and very many in- 
fantry regiments followed; then half a dozen more 
horse regiments—amongst them, the Scots Greys. 
From 20,000 men James II. enlarged the army to 
30,000, and recruits poured in by thousands from 
Ireland. But the bulk of the army was not loyal to 
the cause of James. At Hounslow camp, they cheered 
the acquittal of the bishops; officers refused to enrol 
recruits from the Green Isle, although cashiered for 
so doing; the whole army, like Uncle Toby, whistled 
Lillibulero. When the Prince of Orange landed, the 
Plymouth garrison, the 10th and 13th Foot (as they 
now are), declared for him in a body; so, soon after, 
did a part of Trelawney’s 2d Regiment, and of 
Kirke’s ‘‘Lambs;” Drumlanrigg, Cornbury and 
Churchill soon followed. Dumbarton’s Royal Scots 
held by the King to the last, and, even when incorpo- 
rated in William I[I.’s army, mutinied and declared 
they would never serve in Holiand. Out of this con- 
duct grew the first mutiny act, giving the King power 
to punish soldiers for the sake of discipline. 

Under William III. the army increased. For the 
expedition to Ireland he raised the 22d, 23d, and 24th 
regiments. The 23d was the first distinctive Welsh 
regiment, now the Reyal Fusiliers, and carried the 
badge of the Black Prince—rising sun, red dragon, 
three feathers, and ‘* Ich Dien;” to this day it is always 
headed on parade by a milk-white goat, a royal gift; 
the regimental quickstep is the ‘‘ March of the Men of 
Harlech,” a fine old Welsh air. The 25th had been 
raised in Edinburgh for defence against James, and 
so distinguished itself at Killiecrankie that it received 
from Ejinburgh the privilege of beating up the town 
for recruits witLout special permission of the provost. 
It served bravely in Flanders, and presumably swore 
terribly there, for amongst its corpora!s was James 
Butler, better known as Corporal Trim. The 26th, 
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also a Scotch regiment, was enrolled 1,200 strong, for 
the Prince of Orange, in one day, without money or 
beat of drum. 

Under Anne, and in Marlborough’s great wars, were 
added the regiments from the 28th to the 39th. Un- 
der the first two Georges, the Jacobite risings and the 
Seven Years and other foreign wars brought the regi- 
m‘nts up to sixty. In 1753, fifteen regiments were 
added, making the total 75. 

The revolt of the American colonies and the coali- 
tion of European powers against England increased 
the ermy to 90,090; but the close of the American war 
saw it reduced to 17,000 men. Then came the French 
Revolution, which brought it at once to 100,000 men, 
and, just before the struggle with Napoleon was over, 
it reached 270,000. With its growth in numbers, the 
British army grew in repu‘ation; and yet it had always 
to struggle against su3picion and distrust at home, 
despite its magnificent services and its unswerving 
patriotism. 








A CORRESPONDENT of the N. Y. Herald, ‘‘ John H. 
Miller, Ex-rebel,” discusses the question ‘‘ How to 
Settle Sitting Bull.” He says: ‘' Let the Government 
call for 15,000 veteran volunteers of the late war, to be 
organized as mounted infantry and artillery. Let 
them be put under some of the generals who most dis- 
tinguished themselves by their activity and dash; let 
them organiz3 into battalions at home, and, as such, 
transport them to some point near the Indian Terri- 
tories, and, when General Bull attempts to make trou- 
ble, he would find that before Christmas his braves 
woula be s> nearly exterminated that he would be 
glad to say, ‘Good Injin me, heap!’” This is our 
plan exactly, so far as the 15,000 volunteers are con- 
cerned. We have now 25,000 volunteers in the ser- 
vice, and we heed at least 40,000. The 15,000 new 
recruits could be enlisted, as our present force is, for 
five years, the term the Government has decided upon, 
and then officers could hold their commissions as those 
now in the service do, at the pleasure of Congress; 
that is, if the addition of this force to the Army 
necessitated any increase of officers, which is doub'!ful. 
‘* Ex-rebel” having been out of the Union for some 
years has apparently forgotten that with the exception 
of the conscription during the war cf secession our 
Army has always been made up, as it is now, of 
volunteers. 








A CORRESPONDET sends the following statement re- 
garding what he terms the commune in Chicago: 


The recent appearance in the North American Review and other 
magazines of articles upon the alarming spread of socialism in 
America—the fact that in Pennsylvania alone the enrolled volun- 
teers of the Commune number 60,000 men, that in all the large 
cities of the country men are arming and drilling for purposes 
avowedly hostile to our present system of government, all point to 
the necessity of a largely increased standing Army for the United 
States, as well as a thoroughly equipped and disciplined volunieer 
militia. It may perhaps be interesting to your readers to know 
something of the communistic military organization in Chicago. 
First there is the “‘ Lehr und Wehr Verein,” said to number 1,200 
men, They have already at an exhibition drill lately given mus- 
tered over 300 men. They are armed with Remington breech-load- 
ing rifles; uniform light blue blouse, black felt hat with red 
cockade. The word of command is given in English—Upton’s 
tactics. Then we have the “ Jwger Verein,” in grey uniforms and 
black felt hats with red feather ornaments. This body is armed 
with best pattern Remington rifle and sabre-bayonet. They parade 
about 100 men in public—said to number several hundred. The 
drill of this body is according to the German (Prussian) tactics-- 
i. e., three men instead of four as the unit. The command is given 
in German and they march ordinarily in column of threes. Next 
come the “ Bohemian Sharpshooters,”’ a very well drilled body 
under the command of officers who have seen service both in 
Europe and this country. They are armed with breech-loaders, 
uniform grey, black hats, black feather ornaments. 

The “Lehr und Wehr Verein” (Instructive and Protective 
Union), are constantly increasing in numbers, and are buying arms 
and equipments from the factories in the east every week. Their 
commanders are men who have served in the armies of Europe, 
and their intention is to inaugurate, when the time is ripe, the red 
republic in America by force of arms. Never before in the history 
of this country has there been anything like this seen. Never 
before was there such a necessity for a regular Army; never before 
such a demand for a well organized National Guard. This arming 
and drilling is going on in all our cities and towns, ant the evil 
cannot be localized. If it cannot be localized, then our force must 
be large enough to crush it, and 50,000 regular troops will be little 
enough, even with the aid of volunteers. People in the West are 
new awake to the fact that thousands are arming here for the pur 
pose of revolution. These are facts, sensational as it may all 
seem.

A CHAPLAIN’S OPINION OF ,CHAPLAINS. 
Jo the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Str: Will you allow an Army chaplain to express 
his appreciation of the article in a late issue of your 
paper, which gave an abstrect of a paper read by Rev. 
B. T. Hutchins, of Michigan, before a missionary 
society, on “ Religion in the Army.” With many of 
the statements of that paper probably the most of the 
chaplains in the Army will agree. If the Bible be true, 
if the Gospel be tie message, and tne only message of 
salvation to men, then ought there to be a chaplain for 
every garrison, as certainly as there ought to be a sur- 
geon at every post. Accepting the Bible as true, it 
follows that there is as real need for its remedy to be 
applied to the souls of men, as there is for the medica- 
tion of the diseased bodies of men. But, as the author 
of the paper quoted, says: ‘‘The church at large is 
too little concerned about the religious life of the 
Army,” and it probably would regard the statement 
above made as to the number of ministers of the Gospel 
needed in the Army as wild. 

As to the statement of Mr. Hutchins that ‘‘ many 
chaplains in the Army at present lack proper qualifica- 
tions for their office,” if he be correctly quoted it 
seems to me that he ought to be sure that he has a suf- 
ficient acquaintance with those who hold that position, 
to be absolutely certain that he makeg no mistake 
when he makes such an assertion as that. The wriler 
freely confesses that he does not know whether the 
chaplains, as aclass, are above or below the average 
clergyman in pastorates throughout the country. If 
Mr. H. meant that chaplains in the Army are not per- 
fectly qualified for their work all chaplains will agree 
with him, and at the same time generously allow the 
ministers of the Gospel, throughout the world, to be 
incluced with them in the description. 

But if he means, what he seems to mean, whenin a 
part of his paper he ascribes whatever increase of 
religious life there may be in the Army; (1). To 
the personal influence of the Christian officer. (2). The 
moral lessons of the Christian soldier, and (3). The ex- 
ample and teaching of the officers’ wives, leaving out 
entirely the chaplain, ignoring him as having no in- 
tluence “ for the increase of religious life in the Army;’’ 
if Mr. Hutchins wishes the former statement to be in- 
terpreted by these latter, then again would I say that 
he ought to weigh well his words before he so charac- 
terizes a body of Christian ministers, bis peers in piety 
and intelligence, and perhaps his superiors in Christian 
charity. 

Mr. H. is represented as having been a captain in the 
Gth U. S. Cavalry before entering the ministry of the 
church. With that experience in the line ot the Army 
he ought to bave been able, and hu seems to have been 
willing, to give good advice to the chaplains in the 
Army. But ull there is of advice is negative, and consists, 
if he has been properly represented in the JouRNAL, of 
characterizing chaplains as men who sit at ease in 
their secure life tenure of office and pre-eminent social 
position, undermining the discipline of the camp, dis- 
regarding the wishes of the{commanding ofticer, laps- 
ing often into an indolent, aimless life, preferring their 
books to the scout, and their ease to the active cam- 
paign. Now, my dear brother Hutchins, could you 
not have given us a litile more instructive lessons than 
that? With your evident qualifications for the position 
ot mentor to the religious teachers of the Army, could 
you not have told us what we ought todo which we 
leave uidone? 

Now as to the ‘‘scout” and “active campaign,” 
upon which you intimate that chaplains ought to show 
their physical manhood, do you not know that if a post 
chaplain would go on a ‘‘scout” or ‘‘ active cam- 
paign,” without the orders of his department comman- 
der, he would be liable to a Court-martial? 

The chaplain’s position is no sinecure. If he havea 
love for the souls of men he has & work ten times more 
difficult than that of a pastor of a Christian church. 
He needs the support, the prayers, the sympathy of the 
church, not its hasty criticism. If avy officer or any 
man, that is now or ever has been connected with the 
Army can, and will give hints and suggestions as to the 
manner in which chaplains can better perform their 
duties, I believe I truly represent all chaplains of the 
Army in stating that such hints and suggestions will 
be most gladly received.

AFFAIRS AT WASHINGTON 
WasaHineton, April 2, 1879. 

Mr. Sparks’ appropriation bill is still under discus- 
sion in the House, and it is in a fair way to be disposed 
of this week. After all it is a case of a mountain 
laboring and bringing forth a mouse. There will be 
nothing in the bill, looking’to any reorganization of 
the Army, and outside of the appropriation of money 
for the usual expenses of the Army, there will be, as a 
result of all the talk on Army matters, only the sec- 
tions giving an additional grade to a lieutenant of in- 
fantry employed as a clerk in the War Department, and 
stopping the promotions, except, of course, in the en- 
gineers. It is true that the captains who have been in 
service twenty years will be promoted, and the officers 
who draw commutation for their quarters will get 
$12 for each room, instead of $10 as now allowed. 

lt is certainly very discouraging to the officers who 
are entitled to their promotion. While in the Navy, 
with an enlisted force of 7,500 men, the upwards of 
2,000 officers on the active list see the promotions 
going on regularly up to grade of admiral, and while 
every officer in the Navy can reasonably expect to be- 
come a retired admiral, the officers of the Army see 
themselves cut off from all hope of promotion, and 
the highest rank they can ever hope to attain is that of 
colonel. This discrimination against the Army 1s unfair 
and unjust to the last degree. And it is not only in 
the matter of promotion that this discrimination is 
made. Look at the immense fortunes that were accu- 
mulated by many Officers of the Navy during the civil 
war by reason of the prize money. If a military com- 
mand succeeded in capturing a thousand bales of 
cotton on shore not onecent could be distributed among 
the ofticers and soldiers. But let a naval vessel do the 
same thing, and from $50,000 to $100,000 would go 
to the admiral alone, and he might have been five 
hundred miles away from the scene of the capture. 

And iu the matter of retirements in the Navy, there 
are with, as I have said, a force of 7,500 enlisted men 
upwards of fifty retired admirals, each of whom has 
the assimilated rank of majorgeneral in the Army. 
Were the same rule applied‘to the Army we would be 
entitled to upwards of 150 retired major-generals, and 
we really have less than ten. Andin the lower grades 
the same absurdity appears. In the Navy there are 
more officers retired as commodores, with the assimi- 
sated rank of brigadier general, than we have ever had 
as officers of this rank in the regular Army since its 
reorganization in 1821. As the hope of reward sweet- 
ens labor, the o.icers of our Navy certainly have a 
great incentive both in time of warand peace. But, 
with rare exceptions, an officer of the Army cannot 





expect, after a life of hard duty on the frontier, to 
ever have a higher grade to retire upon than that of 
captain in the Navy. We do not begrudge the naval 
ofticers their honors or their pay, and we hope they 
may never come in for their share of the kicks and 
cufts which are dealt out so liberally to the Army, 
but we also hope that the attention of Congress may 
some day be directed to the unjust discrimination 
against the land forces of Uncle Sam. 


THE RANK OF OUR ASSISTANT SURGEONS. 


lt will be remembered that sometime ago some gen- 
tlemen in the Medical Department succeeded in obtain- 
ing from the Attorney-General a decision, which, if it 
holds good, will create a perfect bouleversement in the 
list of assistant surgeons of the rank of captain. The 
rank of these officers as designated in the Army Regis- 
ter is that which they held by virtue of their entry into 





the Army, and in the order in whigh they passed the 


examining boards. This is the rank which has been 
considered correct and just for the last -twelve years, 
and to upset this order now to gratify a few officers is 
considered so unfair and unjust that the Senate Com- 
mittee refuse to recommend the promotions which the 
President has nominated in obedience to the change 
which the opinion of the Attorney-General would 
make. Recently the name of Asst. Surg. George P. 
Jaquett, who stands first upon the list, was sent in by 
the Surgeon-General for promotion, vice Gray, retired, 
but instead of sending in the name of Jaquett, the 
Secretary of War substituted the name of Dr. Waters, 
who stood second upon the list, but who became first 
by the decision of the Attorney General. ‘The Senate 
has not confirmed the nomination of Dr. *faters, and 
it is much to be hoped that something may be done 
which will prevent the great injustice which the decis- 
ion of the Attorney General, if sustained, will produce. 
The following lists show the positions of the assistant 
surgeons (captains)—the oue on the left is the position 
now held, and the ene on the right is the position 
which will be held by the officers respectively, if the 
decision of the Attorney-General is sustained:

At the Royal United Service Institution, Captain Templer 
(Royal Middlesex Rifles), recently read a paper on “ Mili- 
tary Balloons,’ in which he gave an account of experi- 
ments carried out under his superintendence with the view 
of utilising balloons for reconnoitring purposes, and as a 
means of communication. He concluded his lecture by 
stating his belief that with a properly trained company of 
engineers a ‘* captive” balloon might be made of immense 
service to an army for the various duties of outpost work, 
reconnaissances, survey of surrounding country, of the 
roads and means tor an army to march ; for the selection of 
fregh camping grounds and water; for signalling both by 
day and night , and that “free” balloons might be used for 
acquiring information in conveying messages and direc- 
tions upder circumstances when no other means of com- 
munication could be adopted. 

H. M. 8. Repulse, which has recently been thoroughly re- 
paired, is to have two Thorneycroft second class torpedo 
boats stowed in crutches over the hammock berthing at the 
waist of the ship, one on either side, and will be lowered 
into the water by means of purchases from the mainyard 
instead of by a special derrick or davit. Her armament of 
twelve 9-ton 8-inch guns will remain the same, but the 
20-pounder guns which she formerly carried on the upper 
deck are to be increased from two to six, so as to provide 
protection against the attacks of torpedo craft. Besides 
being able to fight these gune on the upper deck, four of 
them will be so arranged that they may be transported on 
to the forecastle or poop for end-on service against torpe- 
does. The Repulse will also be provided with twelve White- 
head torpedoes of J4-iuch diameter, which will be pro- 
jected from four ports on the main deck—viz., two before 


and two abaft the battery. 





PROCEEDINGS IN CONGRESS. 


THE House has been occupied all the week in per- 
fecting the Army Appropriation bill, in the Committee 
of the Whole. They got along smoothly enough until 
they came to consider the section involving political 
legislation which had by common consent been re- 
served to the last. Full scope for debate upon this was 
given, and some thirty gentlemen availed themselves 
of it. Next to this sixth section, concerning the use 
of troops at the polls, the section exciting the most 
discussion has been the one forbidding promotion. 
Mr. McCook, Mr. Conger, Mr. Marsh and Mr. White 
pointed out very forcibly the gross injustice of this 
section, but without avail; it was retained, by a vote 
of 102 to 94. We may say with Mr. Marsh, ‘‘it is 
mean and contemptible on the part of the American 
Congress to undertake to cut down the strength of the 
Army by preventing officers, meritorious officers, from 
receiving that promotion which the law of the country 
entitles them to.” But the House insist upon doing it; 
let us hope tbat the Senate will show a more just spirit. 
The text of the Appropriation bill, as it stands, we

The facts of the campaign, as elicited at West Point last summer 
and at Governor’s Island last autumn, are too fresh in the public 
mind to need recapitulation, and the findings ef tne commission 
have occasioned no surprise among those who have closely fol- 
lowed the rulings. The decision at last reported has been a fore- 
gone conclusion for the Jast three months among military observers 
of the drift of the case. 

Upon inquiry at the office of Gen. Parter’s counsel yesterda 
afternoon us to the correctness of the report, it was ascertain

RETIREMENT IN THE NAVY. 


WE gave last week a summary of an article on the 
‘* Present Condition of our Navy,” which appears in 
the International Review. As to a remedy for the ex- 
isting discontent in the Service the author says: 

Some remedy for this state of things may be found in the laws as 
they actually exist. As time goes on the number of officers who 
retire every year will become gradually larger, as the 
come to the head of the list, and great relief could be obtained by 
a rigid and merciless enforcement of the examination law, In too 
many notorious cases the examination for promotion is a mere 
farce, and those who are incompetent or diequalified from habits of 
intemperance have been passed, almost without question. In other 
cases, where the board has refused to pass an , & second 
trial, backed by sufficient political influence, has restored him to 
his old position over the heads of those who have proved them- 
selves his superiors in every qualification. Officers 
who have been on the retired list for years suddenly again 
in their old places on the active list, endued with new life by virtue 
of an act of Congress, while others who have been dismissed the 
Service by sentence of a Court-martial, or who have voluntary re- 
signed their commissions, havejonly to get enough political interest, 
and an act of Con will restore them also to their = It 
would be impossible, under our form of government, to institute a 
successful system of promotions by selection. Promotion by 
seniority is the safeguard of the Service, but let the existing ex- 
amination mean something, and let the action of the q 
the approval of the President, be final and irrevocable, and let it 
be incumbent on every officer clearly to establish his claim for pro- 
motion by a record of efficiency in the di of his duties. 
Make also the approved sentences of Courts-martial final. Thus 
some impediments to promotion will be removed. 

Promotion by seniority must necessarily be slow, and even a 
rigid enforcement of the examining law would not make it —_ 
There are mone individual cases where no- epost in- 
competency could be brought, but which would be over in 
the section of officers for important and responsible duties. The 
English, in their admirable naval system, provide for such cases by 
laws obliging officers of - grade to retire after unem- 
ployed for a certain lengt . With the nu mber of 
officers in their service employment is eagerly sought, and none 
but those whose services are of value btain it. The incampetent 
and the doubtful have to retire from inability to get employment. 
Such a system as this is probably out of the question in our coun- 
try. Like promotion by selection it would soon d te into a 
scramble in which political influence and not merit would be the 
test for employment. A system of vol y reti t might 
afford a substitute for this plan. If, for instance, any officer nad 
the privilege of retiring on half pay after say twenty years’ service, 
subject to a call in case of war, many might avail themselves of the 
a. although very few retire voluntarily under the present 

aw. If we are to compete with England in the great si 
lines, if we are to do our own carrying in home-built ships, there 
will surely be a demand for efficient officers for these new lines. 
A law enabling naval officers to retire in their prime would furnish 
efficient men for these places. Our merchant ships, hae | thus 
partly ofticered from the Navy, would afford a school o} - 

ical experience, and in case of war not only the officers would be 
subject ta recall but the ships might be made available as many 
merchantmen were during the late Rebellion. 

Nor would all the best officers be drawn from the Service by such
